Rhenium, a rare and expensive metal which has been known only since I925, 
is being expoited in the Mans f eld area for the first time in the world according 
to Dr Llndemann, who is in charge of the rhenium research project. Rhenium is 
a perfect substitute for the rare and almost invaluable iridium. 

Dr Lindemann explained that rhenium can be washed ^t in the same manner as 
gold. He and Dr Wagemann, who is considered ”the father of the rhenium project," 
work together on the project.

NEW FURNACE IN BERLIN GASWORKS — Berlin, Die Wirtschaft, 1 Sep 50 

A new furnace battery containing 20 chambers, each wit^ a 5-ton -capac^ 
ity ■ was put into operation in the gasworks in Berlin, Dlmltroffstrasse, on 30 
August 1950. This will allow the gasworks to produce an additional 6^5,000 cubic 
meters of gas daily, equivalent to the quantity consumed by a town of l60,000 
in one day.
